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Full steam 
ahead for 
liners and 
cable cars

GREENWICH Council has given 
the go ahead to a cable car 
Thames crossing and London’s 
fisrt cruise liner terminal. 

The two spectacular projects were 
agreed by the council’s planning 
board last Thursday (January 27). 

The first is for a riverside terminal 
where international cruise liners will 
be able to dock, and give passengers 
a base from which they can visit 
London. 

The second is for a cable car link 
running more than 54 metres above 
the River Thames that will stretch 
1,100 metres from the peninsula to the 
Royal Victoria Dock in Newham. 

Both schemes are being seen as im- 
portant steps in the regeneration of 
the peninsula, bringing new jobs and 
prosperity to the area. 

It’s anticipated that both schemes will 
be up and running for the 2012 Olym- 
pic and Paralympic Games. 

They will also provide two more 
superb attractions at a time when the 
eyes of the world will be on Greenwich 
in the year it is also granted Royal 
Borough status. 

Cllr Denise Hyland, Greenwich Coun- 
cil’s cabinet member for regeneration, 
enterprise and skills said: “Both these

Taking matters into her own 
hands, Lysistrata calls the 
women of all the warring 
factions to gather in the 
city with one mission - to 
bring about peace. The men 
however, resist this idea and 
the battle lines are drawn. 
The project comes after two 
previous shows between 
Kidbrooke and Greenwich 
Theatre. In 2009, the school 
and the theatre collaborated 
on Romeo and Juliet, 
which had sell-out runs 


at Greenwich Theatre and 
London’s Riverside Studios. 
The production then went 
on to C Venues, at The 
Edinburgh Festival Fringe.

Rockliffe kids help put roof on the Olympic Park

GREEN issues and the environment 
are important to the pupils at 
Rockliffe Primary School - and now 
their enthusiasm has paid off. 

The school in Bassant Road, Plumstead, 
has been chosen to represent the borough 
in helping to create a “living roof” at the 
Olympic Park. 

The roof will be made of a soil-based 
aggregate that holds in rainwater and 
attracts wildlife such as birds and insects. 

It will be installed above the Press 
Centre in the Olympic Park’s Media Hub 
- and Rockliffe Manor pupils are growing 
the wild flowers from seeds that will be 
planted in the roof. 

Only one school from each of the five 
Olympic boroughs is being chosen to take 
part in the project, and Rockliffe Manor 
was selected because the children help 
to maintain a well-established garden 
and growing area. It also encourages 
recycling and has an eco-club which 
meets on Friday lunchtimes. 

Plants sown and cultivated by children 
at the five schools will provide pre-grown 
plants for the contractors to plant into the 
living roof ahead of the Games in July, 
2012. 

A school assembly was held at Rockliffe 
Manor last Monday (January 24) when 
contractors for the Olympic Delivery 
Authority went along and gave an update 
on the Olympic Park and explained more 
about how seeds germinate and grow, and 
how the living roof will be built. 

Eco-club members at Rockliffe Manor 
were excited when they heard their plants 
were going to be used in the Olympic Park. 
“I was absolutely starstruck when I heard 


the news,” said nine-year-old Hawler. 
And Drew, 10, added: “I’m glad they chose 
our school because we like nature and we 
do lots of planting.” 

Denise Pieri, who runs the eco-group 


and is the school’s admin officer, told GT: 
“Rockliffe Manor is delighted to be part 
of the Olympic legacy. The plants will 
be a permanent reminder of the time the 
Olympics came to our borough.”

This is also un- 
derlined by the new jobs 
the projects will bring to 
Greenwich, the Enderby 
Wharf scheme, for exam- 
ple, is expected to create 
nearly 550 new posts for 
local people both across 
the construction phase 
and when operational. 
Greenwich Council looks 
forward to continuing to 
work with our partners on 
both of these schemes as 


they move forward”. 

The cable car link is a 
Transport for London 
project which will include 
a two-storey passenger 
station and storage 
building for the cable 
car gondolas in Edmund 
Halley Way, plus three 
cable support towers 
across the River Thames. 

The scheme will allow up 
to 34 passenger gondolas 
across the Thames, with 
each one capable of 
carrying ten passengers. 
Up to 2,500 passengers 
could be transported over 
the river every hour, with 
the shortest end-to-end 
journey time being just 
five minutes. 

Each gondola would 
accommodate up to ten 
seated passengers, or fewer 
with up to two bicycles 
and or wheelchairs per 
vehicle. The cable cars 
would bring important 
new public transport 
infrastructure both for the 
borough and for London as 
a whole, connecting major 
entertainment and leisure 
venues - The 02 and the 
Excel Centre, which are 
also venues for the 2012 


Olympics. 

They would provide 
a much-needed public 
transport connection 
across the Thames and 
give stunning views over 
London. Just like the 
London Eye, the cable 
cars are also expected to 
become a major tourist 
attraction in their own 
right. 

The cruise liner terminal 
is planned for Enderby 
Wharf, the former Alcatel 
site in Christchurch Way, 
Greenwich. It would be 
a first for London, with 
capacity for one cruise 
ship to berth and space 
for two Thames Clipper 
berths. 

The development would 
include a 251-room hotel 
with conference facilities, 
plus a gym, training 
workshops, a creche, 
a visitor centre and a 
restaurant and bar. 

The liner terminal would be 
able to take ships with a 
maximum capacity of 1500 
passengers.

Council 
backs 
campaign 
to catch 
postal 
con artists

SCAM is a four-letter word which 
should be taken seriously by 
everyone. 

People of all ages can be hood-winked 
by mass-mailing offers. The scams are 
becoming more and more sophisticated 
- and the subject is often hush-hush 
because victims are too embarrassed to 
talk about it. 

This month is another SC AMNESTY 
month, and, once again, Greenwich 
Council’s trading standards officers are 
right behind the latest national campaign. 

They’re encouraging residents and 
businesses to throw all their scam-mail 
in the special bins going up in libraries, in 
the Eltham Centre, and in the Waterfront 
Leisure Centre in Woolwich. 

Please be sure to remove all personal 
details from both the envelopes and the 
letters before you drop them in. 

A staggering 10 per cent of the UK 
population fall for scams and there are 
reports that one recent victim lost £50,000. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, the cabinet 
member for environment and community 
safety, said: “We are doing everything we 
can to raise people’s awareness of this 
snowballing scourge of scam-mail. 

“This is a particularly nasty crime, and 
the people who send you this stuff are the 
lowest of the low. 

“Often, they target the most vulnerable 
in our society, including our older 
residents and those struggling on low 
incomes. 

“Residents should be aware that 


these are professional fraudsters, often 
encouraging you to invest in schemes 
which turn out to be utterly fake. 

“Greenwich Council is continuing to 
work closely with the government’s 
Office of Fair Trading over this issue, and 
we are sending out a clear message today: 
‘Don’t be fooled by junk mail offers. 
There is no such thing as ‘something for 
nothing’ .” 

She added: “Help us to highlight the 
sheer extent of this ever-increasing 
problem by taking the trouble to drop 
your scam-mail into the bright yellow 
bins we’re providing across the borough.” 

The borough’s trading standards officers 
are keen to collect up as much local scam- 
mail as possible. They’ll categorise it 
into different types - for example, scam 
lottery offers, scam investment-schemes, 
clairvoyant offers. They’re also keen to 
see what new scams are doing the rounds. 

They’ll then refer these local statistics 
to the Office of Fair Trading.

DLR hits 
milestone 

THE £180m Docklands Light Rail (DLR) ex- 
tension to Woolwich Arsenal has celebrated 
its second anniversary. 

By the end of June last year, the average 
total number of weekday passengers had 
reached 9,000. Now it has increased by a 
further 23 per cent. A recent study com- 
missioned by DLR has found 91 per cent of 
local residents feel it has made their journey 
easier and 84 per cent believe the extension 
has helped Woolwich to improve. 

A total of 1 ,050 local residents and business- 
es in Woolwich and North Woolwich were 
surveyed as part of the study which started 
in 2006 and finished last summer. When the 
new DLR extension opens this year, trains 
will run between Woolwich Arsenal and 
Stratford International.

Council tax is frozen for 
the seventh year out 
of thirteen and £12m 
savings announced 



GREENWICH councillors 
approved a further £12m of 
measures last week in the 
face of unprecedented cuts 
imposed by the government. 

The package, which comes on 
top of a total of £27.198 million 
in cuts approved earlier, still 
leaves £14.4 million more 
savings to be found over the 
next four years. 

The overall reduction in 
government funding for the 
borough is estimated at £63 
million. The council needs to 
make the majority of its savings 
over the next two years. 

Overall, councillors are trying 
to balance the books and protect 
jobs and front-line services, as 
far as possible. 

Savings agreed include: 

• Reducing the number of 
managers and restructuring 
some departments, as well as 
a four-year freeze on staff pay 


increments and 

•Reducing the council’s fleet of 
vehicles, and working with an 
outside partner whenever the 
borough needs to buy new ones. 

At the same time councillors 
agreed to a Council Tax freeze 
- the seventh in the past 13 
years - easing the burden that 
households are facing in the 
current economic climate. 

Greenwich Council Leader 
Chris Roberts said: “Never 
before have councils seen this 
level of funding reduction. 

“It is a painful and difficult 
process finding savings of this 
magnitude but we believe our 
previous financial prudence has 
helped us balance the books for 
the coming two years.” 

He added: “We have been 
forced into some very tough 
choices and it simply won’t be 
possible to provide all of the 
services residents have seen in 
the past. 


“Through this budget however, 
the council demonstrates a 
commitment to offer the key 
services relied upon by the 
most vulnerable people in our 
community. 

“We still have further savings 
to find because the huge 
withdrawal of government 
funds covers a four year period. 
So there will be more storms to 
weather but Greenwich Council 
will do its utmost to stick to 
its commitment to residents to 
continue to deliver maintained 
and improved services where 
it can.” 

Voluntary groups are being 
asked to bear a similar share of 
cuts as other services. 

Detailed discussions will take 
place with groups before final 
levels of funding are agreed by 
councillors next month.

GREENWICH Council has 
helped pensioners to claim 
over £600,000 in extra benefits 
since April last year.

L ooking out for 
people has always 
been a way-of- 
life for Patricia 
Gillard. 

So when the busy nurse and 
her family moved to their 
present address some years 
ago, Pat decided to set up a 
Neighbourhood Watch group 
on the back of the small active 
residents’ association there. 
First off, Pat, got residents 
together for a chat. “Then we 
got in contact with our local 
police,” she told GT. 

“They came along to our 
meeting, and we also distributed 
the phone numbers of our 
Blackheath and Westcombe 
Park ‘Safer Neighbourhoods’ 
team. 

“We went round and gave 
everyone stickers to display - 
and encouraged people to let 
us know of any problems they 
came up against.” 

Pat’s group has just set up a 
website at www.heathway. 
org and the e-mail address is 
heathwayneighbours@gmail. 
com 

She is also on the executive 
committee of the Greenwich 
Borough Neighbourhood Watch 
Association (GBNW). Issues 
that Pat’s local group has 
tackled include building sites - 
and getting around them - in the 
road, as well as street lighting. 
Their impressive community 


network of eagle eyes has also 
kept a look-out for any anti- 
social behaviour, and sent 
packing a group of thieves who 
started siphoning petrol from 
parked cars. 

Pat said: “Recently, someone 
from the elderly peoples’ flats 
nearby rang to let us know that 
scaffolding was going up there 
- so that our Neighbourhood 
Watch could keep an extra eye 
out for anything suspicious, 
especially when they’d need to 
keep their front-door open a lot 
of the time for the builders.” 
And she summed up: “When we 
moved to our present home, we 
just felt that Neighbourhood 
Watch and our residents’ 
association ‘went together’. 
“People pay a total annual 
membership fee of £5. We tend 
to hold a combined meeting 
about every three months as 
well as our AGM. 

“If people get to know each 
other, they protect and help 
each other and each others’ 
properties.” 

T ONI Hale, who is the 
acting secretary of the 
Greenwich Borough NW 
Association, is also principal 
co-ordinator of the thriving 
local scheme called Scorpio! 

The scheme with “a sting in the 
tail” operates around the Sun in 
the Sands area, covering nine 
different streets - several with 
alleyways and walk-throughs. 



Toni told us: “We did have some 
problems with people stealing 
from garden sheds and using 
the alleyways as their escape 
route. 

“We got in touch with our local 
‘Safer Neighbourhoods’ team to 
help us to campaign to get them 
blocked off.” 

Thieves were also removing 
hinges off garden sheds - or 
using tools lying around on 
the grass to break in. Police 
have circulated appropriate 
warnings - and even suggested 
a special new kind of hinge to 
give additional security! That’s 
typical of police teams across 
the borough who also keep 
NW co-ordinators aware of any 
crime alerts, via e-mails and 


text messages, including spates 
of bogus callers on the patch. 
And, like other NW groups, 
Toni’s Scorpio group also works 
closely with Greenwich Council. 
Some of the neighbours have 
played their part with a special 
clean-up day, but there are 
some things they can’t manage 
on their own. The council’s 
Cleansweep team has also 
helped them to keep graffiti 
down on shop-shutters and on 
the green junction-boxes in the 
neighbourhood. 

When a small open space 
opposite some of the houses was 
becoming somewhere owners 
were allowing their dogs to foul 
the council cleared up the mess 
and installed one of its special 


‘don’t foul’ warning stencils on 
the pavement and nearby paths. 
Toni told us: “One of the main 
local issues for me has always 
been the environmental aspects 
of our area - dealing with 
issues like the rubbish and the 
graffiti.” 

Toni and her immediate 
neighbours set up the local 
group just over three years 
ago. “I’d never done anything 
like this before,” she said. “We 
only started in our own road 
with just 17 of us. It’s expanded 
from there because other 
people started noticing we were 
‘getting results’.” 

Toni’s hoping that 2011 will 
bring in new funding avenues 
so she can re-launch the popular

BOROUGH Police 
Commander Richard 
Wood told GT: “First and 
foremost, I would like 
to take this opportunity 
to thank each and every 
person who has taken the 
time to get involved in 
our Neighbourhood Watch 
Scheme (NWS). 

“Acting together, we can 
work towards finding 
solutions to help make our 
neighbourhoods a safer and 
happier place to live in. 
“There are over 200 
schemes active throughout 
Greenwich borough, 
helping us to pin- point 
matters that are most 
important to you.” 

Cdr Wood said: “Number- 
plate theft in Kidbrooke has 
been significantly reduced 
as the police worked 
together with NWS to 
provide secure plate screws. 
Alarms were distributed to 
those on the Cator Estate 
in Blackheath after a spate 
of garage break-ins and, to 
date, there have been no 
further incidents reported 


in the area. 

“In Eltham and Charlton, 
NWS information helped 
officers make several 
arrests for drug dealing, 
criminal damage and 
vehicle crime. 

“Over 20 youths have been 
issued with an Acceptable 
Behaviour Agreement in 
Eltham West for anti-social 
behaviour.” 

He concluded: “NWS is not 
only important in the role 
it plays in assisting police 
work, but is equally vital 
in fostering community 
spirit and harbouring 
good community relations. 
Local people can be kept in 
the loop about suspicious 
activity in the area and 
voice their concerns 
directly to officers. 

“In looking out for one 
another, crime can be 
tackled head on and 
potential risks can be 
reduced. 

“We hope that, over the 
coming months, even more 
people will become involved 
and play a part.”

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Council’s policy for letting homes. Your band 
information is on the letter that the Council sent you when 
you registered, or when your circumstances changed. 

Property adverts say which band can apply and any other criteria. 
When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 
longest time. 


Band 

is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including people 
moving due to demolition and those underoccupying 
their homes. 

is for applicants the council must prioritise according to 
the law, particularly homeless people, and others with an 
urgent need to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B.

She follows her 2008 album Fearless 
with a bright and bold new sound, a 
collection of songs written by Swift 
herself, of all people.

“best ideas at 3:00 AM in Arkansas.” 

The title of the album was inspired by 
one of Swift’s friends, and sees her 
mixing pop with country guitars. Single, 
Mine is a track that brings her Southern 
vocal twang to the fore, while Back To 
December is an emotional ballad, adding 
much needed depth to the album. 

Swift began performing at the tender 
age of 1 0 and signed her first record 
deal at 13. After taking America with 
her first album, the sky looked to be the 
limit for the young singer. Now a global 
name, Taylor has secured no less than 
four Grammy Awards and her last album 
‘Fearless’ reached double platinum 
status in America. 

Swift’s lyrical efforts are 
autobiographical and by combining 
with co-producer Nathan Chapman 
she chose to express herself more 
than ever before with her unique voice, 
heartfelt lyrics and ability to seamlessly 
infuse two contrasting genres - pop and 
country.

# SOME characters 
are so well 
written that you 
grow affection 
for them. They 
become real to you and as a 
result, you get wrapped up 
in their stories and become 
attached to them. So it’s 
infuriating when the writer 
then gives those characters 
far-fetched plotlines and 
makes them act in ways 
that are totally at odds 
with the previous character 
development. It’s nothing 
short of butchery. Never has 
this been more true than 
in Helen Simonson’s debut 
novel Major Pettigrew’s Last 
Stand. 

Earnest Pettigrew is a 
refined and retired army 
Major, who has been a 
widower for some time. The 
death of his brother pushes 
him to question his own 
future and worth, and as he 
meets and falls in love with 
the local shop-keeper Mrs 
Ali, he is forced to question 
his restrained nature. 

Should he dive in and bear 
his soul and expose his true 
feelings for the sake of a 
second chance of love, or 
hold back and maintain his 
dignity and reputation? 

Set against the leafy backdrop 
of Sussex village life, this is a 
life-affirming tale of second 
chances and shows that 
regardless of age or perceived 
flaws, it’s never too late. Its 
greatest message is that love 


is universal, regardless of age 
or background and that is, of 
course, hugely moving. There 
is also an element of satire 
about the novel, as the writer 
pokes playful fun at the 
middle class social climbers

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that dominate village 
life. The prime example being 
where the Major takes the 
local ladies of the village 
to task over their classless 
plans for the annual golf club 
dance, to which one replies: 



“I do believe that one of our 
themes, and only one, calls for 
the appropriate decorum and 
elegant behaviour. I believe 
we can cross off ‘Flappers and 
Fops’ and ‘Brigadoon’.” 

Of course, this wouldn’t be 
a romance novel 
without there 
being obstacles 
in the way of the 
happy ever after, 
and the hurdles 
come thick and 
fast. Mrs Ali’s 
family force her to 
leave the village 
and sign the 
shop over to her 
nephew, whilst 
the Major’s family 
and friends fail 
to conceal their 
thinly veiled 
racism for his 
new Pakistani 
love interest.

As more layers are carefully 
added to their love story, and 
as the pair become closer, it’s 
impossible not to be drawn 
in. The characters are so well 
developed that you grow to 
really care for them. It’s clear 
that the author put a lot of 
thought into the characters, 
because they are stunning 
creations that will in time be 
considered classic characters 
of the romance genre. And 
that is why the conclusion is 
so maddeningly incongruous. 
Rescue missions, cliff top 
suicide attempts, and an 
elderly auntie charging at 
her relatives with a knitting 
needle may well add drama 
and suspense, but it’s 
improbable. Like a burlesque 
bar opening on Sesame 
Street, a drive-by shooting 
on Last of the Summer Wine 
or an upbeat storyline in 
EastEnders - it just doesn’t 
fit. It’s inconceivable 
and sensationalist and 
is a betrayal of the clever 
characterisation that had 
built up through the first 
two thirds of the novel. In the 
quest for a dramatic climax, 
the author has reduced what 
was a gentle and moving story 
into a cliched stereotype and 
sells the novel criminally 
short. At one point in the book 
the Major says “Life is not a 
Hollywood film”. Someone 
should have told the author.

BOXING films are a genre in their own 
right. In recent years they have tended 
to star Sylvester Stallone in increasingly 
unlikely scenarios. But The Fighter, 
directed by David Russell, is very 
different. 

Based on real life events, it is the true 
story of the Eklund brothers - a fable-like 
tale of a once promising boxer destroyed 
by drugs who helps his kid brother to rise 
from a mediocre street fighter to a title 
contender. 

Boxing films, like all sports films are 
great entertainment because you kind of 
know that the hero is going to win in the 
end, and that there is going to be some 
great sporting action involved. 

The build up and anticipation of this 
outcome is deeply satisfying for the 
audience. The Fighter plays with this to a 
lesser degree, as the cinematography is 
so gritty and the story so tough that maybe 
just surviving is going to be a win for the 
boys.

WE were tackling 
the crossword, young 
Hazel and me, when 
the news percolated 
through the support- 
ers’ coach heading for 
Rochdale. The game 
at Spotland had been 
called off due to a 
frozen pitch. 

Having reluctantly 
crawled from seductive 
beds at variously early 
hours (the legendary Les 
Turner had jouneyed 
overnight from Cardiff 
where, unless I misheard 
him, he’d been compet- 
ing in Britain’s Got 
Talent), the general re- 
action combined disap- 
pointment and disbelief. 
After all, we gazed out 
on chilly but irreproach- 
ably playable conditions 
in Hertfordshire. It was 
another reminder that 
things really are grim- 
mer up north where, 
with due respect, you 
wouldn’t choose to live 
even to win a large bet. 
Once we’d grasped the 
reality that the al- 
ready elusive fixture at 
Rochdale had retreated 
further into the sporting 
calendar, our behaviour, 
dare I say it, was mag- 
nificently restrained; 
in fact, it was nothing 
short of stoical. Not a 
single voice was raised 
in either protest or an- 
ger. You’ve heard about 
the fabled sang-froid of 
the British people when 


they heard the sepul- 
chral tones of Neville 
Chamberlain announc- 
ing that “as a conse- 
quence this country is at 
war with Germany.” 
Well, it was nothing like 
that because, to be fair, 
we weren’t on our way 
to invade Rochdale but 
you see where I’m going 
with this. Let’s just say 
that Capt. Mainwaring 
(“salt of the earth these 
people, Wilson”) would 
have been proud of us. 
From a personal point 
of view, I was crest- 
fallen. Take away Gracie 
Fields and Cyril Smith 
and there’s not much I 
know about Rochdale 
but I was eager to learn. 
The town thrived, ap- 
parently, during the 
19th century heyday of 
cotton production until 
foreign competition bit 
into trade and the mills, 
one by one, closed. With 
employment centred 
around one flagging 
industry, times were 
tough. 

Battered old Rochdale 
does, however, have one 
historic claim to fame. 

It was there, in 1844, 
that 26 impoverished 
locals had the bright, 
money-saving wheeze of 
clubbing together to buy 
their essential foodstuffs 
in bulk, not only giv- 
ing birth to the modern 
Co-operative movement 
but striking a blow for 


underclass solidarity. 

It was certainly a step in 
the right direction. 
Making their more 
comfortable way back 
from the icy Northwest, 
meanwhile, Chris Powell 
and his privileged troops 
might be riveted to learn 
that no fewer than four 
survivors from Charl- 
ton’s last trip to Spot- 
land are still connected 
to the club in one way or 
another. 

On March 16, 1974, 
Charlton drew 1-1 with 
‘Dale in front of 850 
recorded spectators, 
among whom were 
celebrated club histo- 
rian Colin Cameron (“no 
way were there 850 in 
that so-called crowd”) 
and supporters coach 
steward Jean Tindall, 
who recalled goalkeeper 
John Dunn being sent 
off. Charlton’s goal 
was scored by current 
groundsman Colin 
Powell while making his 
twinkling way down the 
opposite touchline was 
none other than Keith 
Peacock, Powell’s right- 
hand man and some- 
thing of an institution in 
his own lifetime. 

On Saturday, the Ad- 
dicks are in Somerset to 
face Yeovil. You never 
know, there might be 
scope for a detour to 
Dorset and a brief trib- 
ute to the sacrifice of the 
Tolpuddle Martyrs.
